All Wires Dewn for a Time.

of that instrument ,which has furnished 
the foundation of eur legislative action. 
The Vice-President is not one of the 
makers of the law. His duties are rather 
to regulate in this bedy the method of 
making them; to regutate not in accord 
with his will and ideas, but in accord 
with rules which you yourselves have 
established. 

“Tt is fer the presiding officer to re- 
quire you to act in confermity with yeur 
self-imposed regulations just as it is 
the duty of the Supreme Court to de- 
termine if your action. is in accord with 
the Constitution.

Follows Expiration - of 
Landing Rights. 


ST. JOHN’S, N. F., March 4.—Sir 
Robert Bond, premier of Newfound- 
land, announces that his government 
has agreed upon a contract with the 
Commercial Cable Co., by which the 
latter will extend one of its cables into 
Newfoundiand and thence direct to New 
York City. 


NEW YORK, March 4.—Clarence -H. 
Mackey, president of the Commercial 
Cable Co., and of the Mackey compa- 
nies, upon being shown the abéve tele- 
gram, said: ‘““‘Thé report is correct. We 
have agreed to cut one of our five trans- 
Atlantic eables at a point in the At- 
lantic known as the Flemish Cap,. which 
is about 300 miles east of New*ound- 
land, and there attach to the European 
end of the cable an entirely new cable 
which will extend from the Flemish Cap 
into St. Johns, N. F., and thence di- 
rect from St. Johns to New York City. 

*‘That is the ideal route for a cable 
between Europe and America, because 
it divides into two sections more equal- 
ly than. any other route the entire dis- 
tance from Ireland to New York City. 

“This will enable us to operate the ca- 
ble direct between New York City and 
and Ireland with much greater accu- 
‘racy and speed, the speed alone being 
increased over 35 per cent. We shall 


'| then have the only cable in the Atlantic 


running from Europe to New Foundland 
and thence direct to New York. 
Cable Left in the Sea, 


“We probably would have laid our 
cable by that route in the beginning if 
the Anglo-American Cable Co. had not 
had exclusive landing rights in New- 
foundland. Those) rights, which existed 
for 50- years, have expired, and so we 
are now making this change. 

“It means the purchase and laying of 
1700 miles of new cable. After it is 
finished we shall then have lying un- 
used on the bottom of the sea about 
nine hundred miles of cable running 
from the Flemish Cape direct to Canso, 
Canada, being that portion of the 
cable now in use and Which will be put 
out of use by this new plan. 

“Our cable ship will pick up as much 
as it can of this 900 miles of cable and 
it will then be resheathed and will be 
available for use elsewhere. For two 
years we have been studying this ques- 
tion and carefully considering the 
change from every point of view. 


} Enormous Expense. 


“It involves a large expenditure of 
money, but we shall expend it. The 
Commercial Cable Co. is the premier 
company in the Atlantic Ocean and we 
propose to keep it so. We shall spare 
no expense to give the fastest and best 
service that submarine cables are ca- 
pable of, with all the advantages of 
the most direct routes. 

*“‘Never before in the history of cables 
has 900 miles of a regularly working 
Gable been picked up from the bottom 
of the sea and the route changed sim- 
ply for the sake of accelerating the 
speed and increasing the continuity and 
reliability of. the service. 

“But that is what we propose to do, 
and I wish to remark that I do not be- 
lieve any Government would ever make 
any such change at such an enormous 
expense simply for the purpose) of giv- 


ing the public an improved service.”

Howard Taft and Mrs. Taft. stepped 
from their automobile at 8 o’clock ‘n a 
driving rain at the White House to- 
night, to make it their home for the 
next four years. 

There was no demonstration whatever 
marking the arrival of the new tenant 
of the executive mansion. He was ad- 
mitted by the attendants, and, with 
Mrs. Taft, went at once to the private 
portion of the house, where the Fresi- 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt received their 
guests with the simple cordiality and 
lack of ceremony which long and inti- 
mate acquaintance have established. 

That the President-elect - and Mrs 
Taft are quartered at he White House 
tonight is due to Presidqgt and Mrs. 
Roosevelt, who, realizing: the conven- 
ience of such an arrangement,  extendec 
their hospitality. 

Besides the President-elect* and Mrs. 
Taft. the White House dinner guests in- 
cluded Senatorselect Elihu Root and 
Mrs. Root, Senator Bacon, Senator 
Knox, who is to be Secretam of State, 
and Mrs. Knox, Mr. and Mrs, Nicholas 
Longworth, Admiral and Mrs. Cowles 
and Mises Mabel Boardman. 

The dinner, which«was' late in its 
commencement, was prolonged: but in 
anticipation of the strenuous’ day to- 
morrow, Mr. and Mrs. Taft found the 
arrangements of his hosts permitted of 
a reasonably early retirement and be- 
took himself for the night to the south- 
east bedchamber, being in the southeast 
corner of the second floor of the old 
building. 

Taft Had a Busy Day. 

Like President Roosevelt, “President 
Taft had a busy day. The. Boardman 
residence, where he has made his home 
since his arrival in the city last Satur- 
day, was early filled with callers, and 
the demands of friends, statesmen and 
politicians on the time of the incoming 
President were greater than he has ex- 
perienced since his election.

PARIS, March 3.—Pity is supplanting 
suspicion in the minds of the authori- 
ties who are investigating the charge 
that Capt. Sargent and his American 
wife grossly ill-treated four children 
whom they adopted. Much that was hid- 
den at first is being uncovered. Al- 
though Capt. Sargent appdrently is re- 
vealed as a brute when intoxicated, and 
admirable when in his right mind, his 
wife seems to have been tender and so- 
licitous at all times, her sole irration- 
ality being her exaggerated love of chil- 
dren, : 

Lawyers engaged by the couple are 
seeking to hj@e the identity of Mrs. 
Sargent’s father. 
a prominent resident of New York, but 
say it would be unjust to bring his 
name into the case. 

The magistrate denied a petition that 
provisional liberty be extended to the 
couple pending the investigation. 


other Refuses to Talk. 


Frank Savi Mrs. Sargent’s brother, 
who is living 
of Paris, is looking after her defense. 
He refuses to discuss the case. The 
Sargents and the Savins formerly made 
up déne household, but dissentions re- 
sulted when the Sargents moved to As- 
nieres, a suburb. There Mary Ann, the 
eldest of the adopted children, ran 
away and complained to the police of ill 
treatment. 

Mrs. Sargent was Miss Josephine Sa- 
vin before she was married to Cecil Sar- 
gent in England six years ago. He was 
a captain in the Reserves, and had 
| served in the Boer war with distinction. 
The match was opposed by the Savin 
family, who considered Capt. Sargent’s 
social position inferior to that of Miss 
Josephine. cy 

Remarks dropped by the public prose- 
cutor and Judge Bourgueil indicate that 
the authorities no longer regard | the 
Sargents as having committed any crim- 
inal act, but they will be held for some 
weeks, probably, until the identity of 
the adopted children is established and 
authorization for their possession is 
shown. 

The proceedings before the examining 
judges are secret, but one who was pres- 
ent said today: cY 

“Foile Maternelile.” 

‘There is no doubt that Mrs. Sargent 
is suffering frdm what French phy- 
sicians term ‘foile maternelle,’ or moth- 
er mania. She is in such a nervous 
condition in her prison quarters that it 
is impossible to question her. Capt. Sar- 
gent has been placed in the. hospital 


ward and is very ill. The physicians are 


treating him for alcoholism. He-‘was de- 
prived of stimulants for a day and this 
brought on a nervous collapse, critical 
at first, and it will be days before he 
can converse rationally. 

“T am satisfied that all of her chil- 


dren whom she adopted were secured in 


a regular mannef. It seems that Capt. 
Sargent, to satisfy his wife’s desire, 
often arranged for adoption and did not 
inform his wife concerning the antece- 
dents of a child. Mrs. Sargent says that 
owing to her flusband’s habits he could 
not remember the history of the chil- 
dren, and therefore’she is unable to as- 
sist the authorities in establishing their 
identity.’’

JEFFRRSON CITY, March 4.—Five- 
hundred persons employed in the five 

State Normal schools and the State Uni- 
versity at Columbia, including teachers, 
janitors and scrubwomen, are wonder- 
ing when the General Assembly will 
authorize the State Auditor to pay their 
salaries, amounting in the aggregate to 
$300,000, which have not been paid.for 
the six months ending March 1. 

The Legislature has been requested, 
repeatedly, by Auditor Gordon to sanc- 
tion the disbursement of these pay 
checks. The scrubwomen get’ about $ a 
week and the janitors $15, and all of 
them are said to be in sgre need of their 
long overdue wages. In this connection 
attention has been called to. the fact that 
the Constitution of Missouri declares 
specifically that the Legislature shall 
not provide for the pay of its own mem-

Excise Commissioner Mulvihill ex- 
pressed himself as greatly pleased when 
he learned that Caulfield was to be his 
successor. He seemed certain that Caul- 
field would keep up the same program 
of strict law enforcement which he has 
followed. 

Gov. Hadley, when here on his way to 
Washington a few days ago, said he be- 
lieved Caulfield would enforce the law 
as Mulvihill had done, but that he would 
seem to be more good-natured about it. 
“T want a fat man. for Excise Commis- 
sioner,’’ said the Governor. Caulfield 
meets the requirement in this respect.

Navional Body ty Breaks Al Rec- 
ords by Profligacy of 
Appropriations. 





WASHINGTON, March 4—Regariess 
of the fact there !s the ever-ircreasing 
deficit in the Treasury, Which will be 
little below $1(0,000,000 by the time this 
session of Congress is at an end, the ap- 
propriations by this session will exceed 
those made a year ago. .At the rate the 
appropriation bills are swelling now, the 
total appropriations by thig session of 
|\Congress will amount to about $1, 038, 000, - 
000. This will break all records of ap- 
propriations in the history of the United 
States Government, not even excepting 
the days of the Civil War, when great 
armies were eating Up treasure ‘that 
staggered the country. 

The total ap>-opr’ationy minde at the 
last session of Congress for the fiscal 
year, which is ‘now current, and which 
will end on June 30, amounted to $1,- 
008,397,548. That figure broke the record 
up to that time. The indications are 
that the appropriations made by this 
session, which ar* ‘for the fiscal year 
which will begta July 1, will be about 
$30,000,000 greater than those made by 
the. first session of the Gixtieth Con- 
gress. 

In other words,. the ‘Sens appears to 
have well passed by when anyone need 
be surprised by reference to a billion- 
dollar session of Congress; or when any- 


lone need: be astonished at a two-billion- 


Congress. It i; not y years since 
the expression, ‘a billion-dollar Con- 
gress,’’ made the entire country sit up 
and take notice. 

Billion Mark Passed. 

Now, the nation appears to have 
passed the two-billion mark, and to be 
advancing to a new standard of expendi- 
ture, no one knows where. Senator Hale 
only a few days ago gave the Senate 
solemn warning” that enormously in- 
creased allowances for the Navy Defart- 
ment might be looked for next séssion 
of Congress, and that the country was 
on the high road toward a bond issue. 

It is conceded on nearly every hand 
that extraordinary methods for taising 
revenue to meet the deficit in the 
Treasury will have to be taken by the 
special session of Congress which will 
convene March 15, and no one has yet 
solved the question of jvst-how the 
situation will be met. 
~ At the outset of this session, warn- 
ings were solemnly sounded ‘rom vari- 
ous high quarters that ~-*ie session 
would have to exercises .reat economy. 
These warnings were uttered time and 
again in most impressive fashion. Some 
folks doubtless began to suspect that 


rthe ‘purse strings of the Government 


would really be tightened. 
Watchdogs Are Harmless, 

It looked at times as if the watchdogs 
of the Treasury would bay and bank. 
and growl this year with unusual ve- 
hemence and unusual effectiveness. But 
an examination of the appropriations 
bills does not disclose that these afore- 
said watchdogs have frightened any- 
one to any great extent. The disposi- 
tion to break into the strong box of 
Uncle Sam has been as insatiable as 
ever, and it. is. hard to see that it has 
been successfully curbed at any point. 

The army bill this year will run about 
$7,000,000 heavier thar last year, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia bill about $2,000,000 
heavier, the navy bill about $14,000,000 
heavier, an@ the postoffice bill about 
$12,000,000 heavier. Then, there ts an in- 
crease of about $15,000,000 in the sundry 
civil bill. Last session, there was. no 
river and harbor bill, “and so the Trea- 
sury is called on for about $10,000,000 
more in this direction than last your.

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' WASHINGTON, March 4.—President Taft’s inaugural address follows in full: 
My Fellow Citizens: 

Any one who takes the cath I have just taken must feel a heavy weight 
of responsibility. If not, he has no conception of the powers and duties of 
the office upon which he is abomt to enter, or he is lacking In a proper sense 
of the obligatfon which the oath imposes. ‘ 

The office of an inaugural address is to give a summary outline of the main 
policies of the new administration, so far as they can be anticipated. I have 
had the honor to be one of the advisers of my distinguished predecessor, and, 
as such, to, hold up his hands in the reforms he has initiated. I should be un- 
trie to myéelf, to my promises and toghe declarations of the party  plat- 
form upon which Ii was elected to office if I did not make the maintenance 
and enforcement of those reforms a most important feature of my administra- 
tion. “They were directed to the suppression of the lawlessness and abuses of 
power of the great combinations of capital invested in railroads and in indus- 
teal enterprises carrying on interstate commerce, The steps which my pre- 
d@cessor took and tne legislation passed on his recommendation have accom- 
plished . much, caused a general halt in the vicious policies which cre- 
ated popular alarm, and have brought about, in the business affected, a 

jueh. higher regard for existing law. 

T6 Fender reforms lasting, however. and to secure at the same time freedom 
om alarm on the part of those pursuing proper and progressive ®usiness 
-ethods, further legislative and executive action are needed. Relief of the 
ilroatis: from certain restrictions of the anti-trust law have been urged by my 
edecessor and will.be urged by me. On the other hand, the administration

: re issue.of bonds:and stocks by companies owning and 
“perating interstate/commerce failroads.

“I hope to be able to submit, at the first regular session of the incoming 
Congress, in December next, definite suggestions in respect to the néeded 
amendments tO the anti-trust and the interstate commerce law, and_ the 
conenee required in the executive departments concerned in their enforcement. 


wt is believed that with the changes to be recommended, American business 
can 1 be assured on that measure of stability and certainty in respect to those 
thittts that may be done and those that are prohibited, which is essential to the 
lite: and growth of all business. Such a plan must include the right of the peo- 
oie to atail themselves of those methods of combining capital and effort 
deemed necessary to reach the highest degree of economic efficiency at the 
same time differentiating between, combinations based upon legitimate econom- 
te réasons and those formed with the intent of creating monopolies and artifi- 
ge sc controlling prices.

= The importance of supervising business of great railways and industrial 
combinations, and the necessary investigation and prosecution of unlawful busi- 
ness methods, are another necessary tax upon government which did not exist 
half a century ago. 

The putting into force of laws which shall secure 
the conservation of our resources, so far as they may 
be within the jurisdiction of the Federal Government, 
including the most important work of sav'.g and re- 
storing our forests an’i the great improvement of wa- 
terways, are a!! proper Government functions which 
must involve large expenditures if properly  per- 
formed, While some of them; like the reclamation 
made to pay fer -themselves, cthers are of such 
an indirect benefit’ that this cannot be expected of them. A_ per- 
manent improvement, like the Panama Canal, should be treated a: a dis- 
tinct enterprise, and should) be paid for by the proceeds of bonds, the issue of 
which will distribute its cost between the présent and future generations in ac- 
cordance with the benefits derived. -It may. well be submitted to the serious 
consideration of Congress whether the deepening and control of the channel of 
& great river system, like that of the Ohio or of the Mississippi, when defi- 
nite and practical plans for the enterprise have been approved and _ deter- 
mined upon, should not be provided for in the same way. 


Then, too, there are expenditures of government absolutely necessary if 
our country !s to maintain its proper piace among the nations of the world, 
and is to exercise its proper. influence tn defense of its own trade interests, in 
the maintenance of traditional American policy against the colonization of Eu- 
ropean monarchies in this hemisphere, and in the promotion of peace and inter- 
national morality. I refer to the cost of maintaining a proper army, a prop- - 
er navy and suitable fortifications upon the mainland of the United States and 
in its dependencies. 


We sheuld have an army so organized, and so officered, as to be capable 
in time of emergency, in co-operation with the National Militia, and under the 
provisions of a proper natiomal volunteer law, rapidly to expand into a force 
sufficient to resigt all probable invasion from abroad and to furnish a respect- 
able expeditionary force, if necessary, in the maintenance of our traditional 
American policy which bears the name of President Monree. 

Our fortifications are yet in a state of only partial 
completeness, and the number of men to man 
them is insufficient. In a few years, however, the us- 
ual annual appropriations for our coast defenses, both 
on the mainland and in the dependencies will make 
them sufficient to resist all direct attack and by that 
time we may hope that the men to man them will be 
provided as a necessary adjunct. The distance of our 
shores from Europe and Asia, of course, reduces the necessity for maintaining 
under arms a great army, but it does not take away the requirement of mere 
prudence, that we should have an army ‘sufficiently large and so constituted 
as to form c nucleus out of which a suitable force can quickly grow. 
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way of the Navy. 
in existence gvhen the emergency «rises which calls for its use and operation. 
My distinguished predecessor has in many speeches and messages set out with 
great force and striking language the necessity for maintaining a strong navy 
commensurate with the coast line, the governmental resources and the foreign 
trade of our nation: and I wish to reiterate all the reasons which he has pre- 
sented in favor of the policy of maintaining a strong nav¥ as the best con- 
servator of our peace with other nations 2nd the best means of securing respect 
for the assertion of our rights, the defence of our interests and the exercise 
of our influence in.international matters. 


-Our international policy is always to promote peace. We shall enter into any 
war with a full consciousness of the awful consequences that it always entails, 
whether successful or not, and we, of course, shall make every effort, con- 
sistent with national honor and the highest national interest, to avoid a resort 
to arms. We favor every instrumentality, like that of The Hague Tribunal and 
arbitration treaties made With a view to its use in all international controver- 
sies, in order to maintain peace and to avoid war. 

But we should be blind to existing conditions, and should allow ourselves to 
become foolish idealists, if we did not realize that with all the nations of the 
world armed and prepared for war, We must be ourselves in a similar condition 


ability to defend our interests and assert our rights with a strong hand. 


In the international’controversies that are likely to arise in the Orient, 
growing out.of the question of the open door and other issues, the United States 
can maintain her interests intact and cen secure respect for her just demands. 
She will not be able to do so, however,if it. is understood that she never in- 
tends to back up her assertion of right and her defense of. her interest by any- 
thing but. mere verbal protést and diplomatic note, For’these reasons the ex- 
penses of the a and navy and. of coast de s should always be ‘con- 
sidered as something which the Government must pay for, and they should 
not be cut off through mere consideration of economy. Our government is able to 
afford a suitable army and @ suitable navy. It may maintain them without 
the slightest danger to the Republic or the cause of free institutions, and fear 
of additional taxation ought not to change a proper policy in this regard. 

The policy of the United States in the Spanish 
War, and since, has given it a position of influence 
among the n&tions that it had neve- had before, and 
should be constantly exerted to securing to its bona 
fide citizens, whether native or naturalized, respect 
-for them as such in foreign countries. We should 
make every effort to prevent humiliating ‘and degra-

A modern navy cannot be improvised. It must be built and ~ 


in order to prevent other nations from taking advantage of us and of our in- 





risdiction which ought to be remedied at once. Having assured to other 
coufitries by treaty the protection of our laws for such of their subjects 
gr citizens as we permit to come within our jurisdiction, We now leave to 
a State or a dity, not under the coltrol ef the Federal Goverr&nent, ‘the 
duty of performing our international obligations in this respect. By proper 
legislation we may, and ought to, place in the hands of the Federal Ex- 
ecutive the means of enforciig the treaty rights of such aliens in the courts 
of the Federal Government. It puts our Government in a pusillanimous posi- 
tion to make definite engagements to protect aliens and then ‘to excuse the 
failure to perform those engagements by an explanation that the duty to 
keep them is in statés or cities, not within our control.

tion to existing conditions and to all. proposed reme- 
dies, and»swill deubtless suggest one that will meet the requirements of business 
and of public interest. we may hepe thatthe report will embody neither the narrow 
view of those who believe that the sole purpose of the new system should beto se- 
cure a large return on banking capital, or of those who would have gréater 
expansion of currency with little regard to provisions for its immediate re 
demption or ultimate security. There is no subject of economic discussion so 
intricate and so likely to evoke differing views and dogmatic statements as 
this one. The Commission in studying the general influence of currency on busi- 
ness and of business on currency, have wisely extended their investigations in 
European banking and monetary methods. The information thafthey have 
derived from such experts as they have found abroad will undoubtedly be 
found helpful in the selution of the difficult problem they have in hand. 

The incoming Congress should promptly fulfill the 
promise of the Republican platform and passa proper 
postal savings bank bill. It will not be unwise or ex- 
cessive paternalism. “The promise to repay by the 
Government will furnish an inducement to savings de- 
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such low rate of interest as net to withdraw custom 
from existing banks. -It will substantially increase the 
funds available for investment as capital in useful enterprises. It will furnish 
the absolute security which makes the propesed scheme of Government guar- 
anty of deposits so alluring without its pernicious results. 


I sincerely hope that the incoming Congress will be alive, as it should be, 
to the importance of our foreign trade and of encouraging it in every way 
feasible. The possibility of increasing this trade in the Orient, in the Phil- 
ippines and in South America are known toe everyone who has given the 
matter attention. The direct effect of free trade between this country and the 
Philippines will be marked upon our sale of cottons, agricultural machinery 
and other manufactures. The necessity of the establishment’ of direct lines 
of steamers between North and South America has been brought to the atten- 
tion of Congress by my. predecessor, and by Mr. Root before and after his 
noteworthy visit to that continent, and I sincerely hope that Congress may 
be induced to see|the wisdom of a tentative effort to establish such lines by 
the use of mail subsidies.

“PERSONAL GOVERNMENT.’? 

Bad as many of Mr. Roosevelt’s policies ad- 
mittedly are, it is his methods that constitute 
the real indictment against his administration 
and the grave menace to constitutional govern- 
ment. 

As Samuel W. McCall of Massachusetts, one of 
the ablest members of Congress, said in a letter 
written on Washington’s birthday declining the 
presidency of Dartmouth College because he be- 
lieved there was even more important work to 
perform in the House of Representatives: 

‘I am far less concerned by particular 
theories than by general methods of gov- 
ernment—methods which have been car- 
rying us swiftly toward a condition under 
ewhich limitations upon governmental 
power would be done away with and fa- 
voritism and caprice of am autocrat would 
take the place of constitutional restraint. 


This is the great injury that Mr. Roosevelt has 
wrought to republican institutions. He has 
sought to substitute the “favoritism and caprice 
of an autocrat” for constitutiona] restraint, and 
it will be years before the American Government 
has recovered from the wounds he inflicted. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s true place in American history 
belongs not among the great administrators and 
constructive statesmen, but among the great agi- 
tators and démagoues, most of whom he sur- 
passes in genius and versatility no less than in 
energy and audacity. 

Thus it comes about that after seven years of 
government of demagogy and denunciation, noth- 
ing is finished. Much that has been done must 
now be undone. Mr. Taft, to sueceed, must start 
anew. Even the revision of the tariff which Mc- 
Kinley advocated so earnestly in jhis last public 
utterance: has been left to the Tatt adm!nistra- 
tion. Mr. Roosevelt found the coufitry peaceful and 
prosperous.. He leaves it distracted, torn by dis- 
sension, with industry half paralyzed, and hun- 
dreds of thousands of his fellow countrymen 
|vainly seeking means to earn thelf bread. 
The cost of living has steadily increased during 
his administration with no corresponding in- 
‘crease in wages even to the men who found em-

controlled by 10 men. Mr. Smith is authority 
‘or the statement that “in 1906 the combination 
controlled of the various tobaccos respectively: 
Plug, 82 per cent; smoking, 71 per cent; fine-cut, 
‘1 per cent, and snuff, 96 per cent.” “Many 
weaker concerns,” he adds, “have been virtually 
driven out of business or forced to sell out to the 
combination.” Yet Mr. Roosevelt has never un- 
dertaken to obtain the indictment“of a single 
individual in this trust under the criminal clause 
of the Sherman law. 

Mr. Harriman, whom Mr. Roogevelt has de- 
nounced more vigorously than any other captain 
of finance, has gone on. without serious interfer- 
ence from the Federal authorities. His domina- 
tion over transcontinental traffic is more c 
plete than it ever was. He has acquired control 
of the Illinois Central and the Georgia ‘Central, 
and recently became a controlling influence in 
the New York Central, thus extending his power 
from sea to sea and from the Lakes to the Gulf. 
Gov. Deneen of Illinois is personally responsible 
for the statement that Mr. Roosevelt requested 
him not to proceed against Mr. Harriman-for the 
looting of the Alton on the ground that it would 
disturb business. 

And thus the story goes. In'spife of ‘torrents 
of denunciation and vituperation “the malefactors 
of great wealth” have suffered little except in- 
jury to their feelings. Not only has Mr. Roose- 
velt refused to proceed against them personally, 
but in his special message of Jan. 31, 1908, he 
viciously attacked as accomplices of the great 
law-defying corporations the public men, the law- 
yers and the newspapers that had urged enforce- 
ment of the criminal clause of the Sherman law. 

The chief victims of Mr. Roosevelt’s policies 
have not been the masters of Wall street finance, 
but the small investors, the small business men 
and the wage earners. The bread line is the most 
striking monument of My Policies. 


*‘MR. MCKINLEY’S MISGIVINGS.’ 

“There is only one life between him and che 
presidency,” said William McKinley in advising 
against the nomination of Mr. Roosevelt for Vice- 
President in 1900. Within fifteen months the one 
life that stood between Mr. Roosevelt .and the 
presidency was snuffed out by the hand of a mis- 
erable assassin. 

Next to the assassination of Abraham Lincoln 
the assassination of William McKinley is perhaps 
the greatest calamity that has overtaken the 
American nation since the Civil War. Lincoln's 
death left the work of reconstruction in the 
hands of: Andrew Johnson. McKinley’s death 
left to Theodore Roosevelt the work of guiding 
the country through an economic and social crisis. 
Two men less fitted by temperament for tasks 
demanding infinite tact and patience could hardly 
be found. 

Mr. Roosevelt in many ways is an educated 
Johnson, with a Harvard diploma. He has been 
far more successful than Johnson, because he is 
an infinitely better politician, shrewder, abler, 
more cunning and more unscrupulous. Johnson 
was a demagogue largely through environment, 
poverty and ignorance. Roosevelt became a dem- 
agogue deliberately as the most direct method of 
gratifying his ambition. His offense is therefore 
greater, and he has none of the excuses which 
the sympathetic historian must admit in exten- 
uation of Johnson’s. conduct. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s infirmities of training and tem- 
perament must be considered, of course, as miti- 
gating circumstances. He was pampered from 
his birth. He never had to earn his own living. 
He never had to make his own way in the world. 
A ‘well-invested inheritance won by the labor of 
others afforded him a comfortable income without 
effort on his part. |The only business venture 
which he ever undertook to manage was a Mon- 
tana ranch, and he made a failure of it. He 
was never trained to responsibility. 


*“‘HIS SOLEMN PLEDGE.’’ 


When William McKinley lay cold in death Mr. 
Roosevelt raised his right hand and took the most 
impressive oath of office that can be administered: 


“I, Theodore Roosevelt, do solemnly swear that I 
will protect and defend the Constitution of the 
United States. Thus do I swear.” Then he gave 
to the nation this pledge: 

In this hour of deep national bereave- 
ment I wish to state that it shall be my 
aim to continue absolutely anbroken the 
policy of President MeKinley for the 
peace and prosperity and honor of our 
beloved country. 

Probably he meant it at the time. But Mr. 
Roosevelt meant other things, too, the most im- 
portant of which in his mind was to become Pr-s- 
ident of the United States in his own right. 
Everything else was subordinated to this ambi- 
tion. 

He soon ieiet that no headway could be made 


by adhering to the McKinley policies. He was]: 


not William McKinley and he could not be 
William McKinley. The Republican leaders dis- 
trusted him. Against him was the Republican 
organization controlled by Mark Hanna, who was 
no “easy boss” like Platt. Mr. Roosevelt quickly 


discovered that if he were to realize his ambi-|' 


ticn he must make a convincing appeal on his 


own account to popular imagination. Fortunately 
for his purposes, but unfortunately for the coun- 
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had still further diverted public attention from 
this most important economic question. But with 
the re-election of Mr. McKinley the problem rap- 
idly became more pressing. Mr. McKinley him: 
self had come .to feel the necessity of meeting 
the trust issue. In private conversation he 
had frankly expressed his uneasiness over it and 
his belief that something would very soon have 
co be done. ~ 

Two: months after the death of Mr. McKinley 
there came the spark that exploded the magazine. 
Mr. Morgan, Mr. Harriman and Mr. Hill orgahized | 
the Northern Securities Co. to control the North- 
ern Pacific, the Great Northern and the Burling- 
ton. ‘Here was the instrument by which all the 
railroads might be consolidated in the hands of 
a few great holding companies and the dream of 
a perfect transportation monopoly realized. 

The Northwest didnot share Wall street’s on- 
thusiasm. The merger meant the death of rail- 
road competition in half a dozen important states. 
Mr. Roosevelt had paid no attention to the North- 
ern Securities Co. when it was first organized, 
but when he came to realize the intensity of feel- 
ing in these states, which through their gover- 
nors were already moving to contest the validity 
of the merger, he was quick to seize als sind 
tunity. 

Philander C. Knox, the shrewd and skillful 
corporation lawyer whom Mr. McKinley had made 
Attorney-General, was sti in Mr. Roosevelt's 
Cabinet. Mr. Knox wag a better lawyer than the 
men that devised the merger agreement. He found 
the holes in the armor plate and Mr. Roosevelt 


-} set the machinery of the Federal Government in 


motion. From the popular applause that fol- 
lowed he knew that as a candidate for the nom 
ination in 1904 he had made no mistake, but 
when the case was won he took pains to assure 
wll street that he would not “run amuck.” 


‘“‘“HOW.HE BECAME A DEMAGOGUE.”’ 


His next taste of power came with the coal 
strike in Pennsylvania, which took on some of 
the aspects of a Civil War. Mr. Roosevelt, in re- 
sponse to a tumultuous public demand for a set- 
tlement, took upon himself the duty of re-estab- 
lishing peace. It was no less courageous than 
audacious, for he had to brave the wrath not 
only of all the organized capital invested in coal 
mines and coal roads, but of all the allied cor- 
porations as well. He  succeeded,' thanks 
to an overwhelming public sentiment; but in his 
well-deserved success he made the discovery that 
has been the mainspring of his conduct ever since: 
—whoever is President of the United States 
wields the mightiest personal power of any one 
man in the world. Hanna and the Republican 
organization might oppose him, but he had found 
the means of clubbing into submission the inter- 
ests which sustained Hanna and the organiza- 
tion. The trail was no longer blind. Hannaism 
could be beaten by personal government, and 
personal government could be upheld by adroit 
appeals to popular passion. Thereupon Mr. 
Roosevelt deliberately elected to be a demagogue, 
and personal government became the instrument | 
by which he achieved his ends. 

The political history of the United States since 
that time has been a history of personal gov- 
ernment without parallel since the Declaration of 
Independence.

He pleads for a Bureau 
of Corporations on the ground that “publicity in 
the interest of the public,” is the first requisite 
in dealing with combinations of capital, Congress 
yields to his request. He makes George B. Cor- 
telyou, his private secretary, head of the Depart- 
ment. There is no publicity; but Mr. Cortelyou, 
who was in general charge of the work of in- 
vestigating corporations, is made chairman of the 
Republican National Committee, to collect cam- 
paign contributions from the very corporations 
subject to investigation. 

As an appeal to the Grand Army vote he issues 
Pension Order No. 78, creating a service pension 
without authority of Congress and taking money 
from the Public Treasury without-warrant of law. 

He cultivates every field of publicity and self- 
advertisement. The White House is converted into 
a press agency for the dissemination of informa- 
tion in regard to him. He neglects the duties of 
his office to tour the country from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, making speeches. whose scarcely 
veiled purpose is to insure his nomination for 
President. These journeys by special train are 
made at the expense of the railroads which he 
purposes to regulate until Congress finally ends 
the scandal by giving him $25 ,000 a@ year for trav- 
eling expenses. 

Hanna is dead, and the President seizes control 
of the Republican organization. He sends to the 
convention which sullenly nominates him against 
its will the jingo “Perdicaris-alive-or-Raisuli- 
dead” messags, and then assumes the manage- 
ment of his own campaign, concerning himself 
even with the collection of the campaign fund 
something no other president ever goiled his 
hands with. Wall street is quick to appreciate 
the significance of his activities. The insurance 
companies contribute $150,089) of policy holders’ 
money; Harriman raises a fund of $260,000. The 
Standard Oil Co. gives $100,000. “The male- 
factors of great wealth” make a generous re 
sponse, while Mr. Roosevelt over his own signa- 
ture denounces Judge Parker’s charges as “un- 
qualifiedly and atrociously false.”

More and more, judges and the , : 
objects of his disfavor. Judge ‘Humphrey’s de- 
cision in the Beef Trust case is “& miscarriage 
of justice,” which “came near making the law 2 
farce.” The decision of the United States Court 
of Appeals in the Standard Oil case is “a gross 
miscarriage of justice.” Other judges “show in- 
‘ability or unwillingness:to put a step to wrong- 
doing,” or “by lagging’ behind in their under- 
standing do lasting harm.” Some “owe their aD- 
\pointment or election to the money or favor of 
a great corporation” or to “pandering to dema- 
gogic sentiments,” blood brothers presumably to 
the judge “who truckles to the mob or bows down 
before a corporation.” Upright and fearless 
judges, however, are “bulwarks of the courts:” 
yet when Justice Holmes refused to decide ac- 
cording to the President’s wishes in the North- 
ern Securities case, Mr. Roosevelt’s anger was 
almost beyond bounds. 

‘Not satisfied with bulldozing the courts and 
seeking to make judges the creatures of his will, 
he tries to undermine the constitutional inde- 
pendence of Congress. There is abundant pat- 
ronage for subservjent senators and representa- 
tives. He uses the Federal machinery to bring 
about their re-election, endeavoring to make their 
offices appointive rather than elective. He writes 
letters to influence their constituents. If they 
are defeated he makes them qudges or commis- 
sioners. Congressmen who oppose him know that 
he will spare no effort to defeat them. He seeks 
to influence their home newspapers against 
them. He artfully spreads report that they are 
actuated by ulterior motives. Carrying this 
method to its logical cofclusion, he assails the 
integrity of the entire Congress, alleging that the 
appropriation bill was amended for the benefit of 
criminals because “the congressmen did not 
| themselves wish to be investigated by secret any 
ice men.” 

When the House of Representatives adopts a 
resolution censuring him for his slander he seeks} 
to divert attention by writing a letter wan- 
tonly besmirching the honor and integrity of 
Senator Tillman, without justification of fact. He 
publicly attacks Senator Perkins for opposing his 
battleship schemes. He seeks to implicate sen- 
ators in an alleged $5,000,000 conspiracy to control } 
the national convention, He makes public pri- 
vate correspondence in an attempt to discredit: 
Senator Foraker for Foraker’s attempt to  se- 
cure justice for the colored soldiers whom Mr. 
Roosevelt had morally lynched by executive or- 
der. He tells former Senator Chandler that Sen- 
ators Spooner, Knox and Foraker are trying to 
wreck the rate bill by ingenious constitutional 
arguments, and when Senator Tillman makes this 
accusation public he charges Chandler with utter- 
ing “a deliberate and unqualified falsehood.” He 
insinuates that Representative Wadsworth is a 
tool of the Beef Trust and accuses Senator Bey- 
eridge of deceiving him about the meat inspection ; 
bill. 

Not gatisffed with forcing Bellamy Storer to re- 
sign as Ambassador to Vienna, he publicly hu- 
miliates Mrs. Storer as well. He makes his 
doctor-friend, Leonard Wood, a Major-General,

After Harriman refuses to contribute to the 
Republican campaign fund in 1906 he brands him 
as ari “undesirable citizen,” along with Moyer and 
Haywood, who are on trial for their lives. Hav- 
ing charged the aged Assistant Attorney-General 
Tyner with “gross corruption” and had him in- 


dicted by a grand jury, he ignores Tyner’s pa-|. 


thetic appeal for vindication after acquittal, and 
the old man dies broken hearted.

Startling Allegations Made to 


British Metropolis Council Con- 


cerning Consignments. 
LONDON, March 4.—Startling allega- 
tions concerning the diseased condition 
of some recent consignment of Amer- 
ican meat are contained in a report by 


Dr. Williams,; medical officer of the 
port of London, presented to the City 
Council at the Guild Hall today. 

In a shipment of meat that arrived 
Feb. 2, consisting of tongues, kidneys, 
liver) tripe, lamb plucks and Sweet- 
breags, Dr. Williams reports that he 
found 88 sheep livers and 130 lungs 
diseased out of a total of 2400. There 
were also 800 frozen carcasses on board 
this ship, of which 15 were minus the 
lympathatic giands. One carcass was 
affected with tuberculosis. “There is 
nQ necessity,” Dr. Williams says, “‘of 
removing the lympathatic glands un- 
fess with some specific object, and pre- 
sumably in the case of the 15 carcasses 
found without glands they hed been 
discoveref, on inspection in the United 
/States, to show some evidence of dis- 
ease.'’ |

Jeptha D. Howe, chairman of the Re- 
publican .City. Committee, wired from 


Washington Thursday to the Post-Dis- 
‘ 


patch, expressing his willingness te sub- 
stitute Dr. John C. Morfit’s name for 
that of August H. Hoffmann on the bi- 
partisan ticket fer the Board of I'ree- 
holders te revise the city charter. 

He also wired to %cawara Koeln, vice- 
chairman of the City Committee, asking 
him te confer at once with Chairman 
Ward of the Democratic Committee, to 
bring about the change. 

Koeln said Thursday that he would 
communicate with Ward immediately 
and would try to have Dr. Morfit’s name 
placed on the ticket within afew days. 

Hoffmann, in a letter to the Post-Dis- 
patch, and in an interview published on 
Wednesday, expressed his willingness to 
retire from.the ticket to makesroom for 
a physician. 

Howe Willing te Make Change. 
Following the publication of Hoff- 

mann’s ‘etter and interview Wednes- 
day, the Post-Dispatch wired to Chair- 
man Howe, informing him ef Hoff- 
mann’s proposal and asking whether 
he would assent te the nomination of 
a physician in Hoffmann’'s stead. The 
tesegram to Howe stated that Dr. Mor- 
fit appeared to be the first choice of 
the physicians, but asked Howe to ex- 
press any preference he might have. 
Howe's reply was as follows: 
WASHINGTON, March 4, 1909. 

Post-Dispatch, St. Louls, Mo.—I 
believe the Republjcan subcommittee 
would be willing to substitute Dr.
